Life in Canton itself is now 
comparatively normal. Streets in 
certain sections of the city, which a 
few months ago were deserted with 
shopfronts barred, are busy -once 
again. Smaller merchants are active 
again, although their lot is hardly a 
happy one. Business has suffered 
ond future prospects are very gloomy. 

Tungshan, the suburb where many 
Germans and other foreigners used 
to reside, is still. only partially 
populated. Most of Its residents ore 
in Shameen. The German Country 
Club, only a few miles from. the 
frequently bombed alrflelds, is not 
so well patronised during weelt-days, 
but still sparkles gaily on Saturdays 
and - Sundays. From its roof-top, 
Japanese ‘planes en route to bomb the 
Hankow railway, are often visibie. 

In Shameen ‘it is diMeuit to 
appreciate that serlous wurfare {s 
taking place in China. Dinner and 
cocelttall parties, sports and the usttal 
daily round continue unabated. Only 
occasionally are the Japanese 
adtiviies suMiciently near home to 
tause concern. Several women on 
the Island spend their mornings 
making swabs and bandnges for 
despatch to the wounded on various 
fronts and Red Cross bares.—Reuter,
